Dear Mrs. Weisberg: 


It was very thoughtful of you to write to me in 
response to my latest letter to your husband, letting me know not to 
expect an answer from him until after Thanksgiving because of his Calif- 
ornia trip in connection with OSWALD IN NEW ORLEANS. 

Your letter affords me the opportunity to drop you 
a few lines, in return, to let you know of my long-standing admiration 
for you, as well as for Mr. Weisberg. I understand that the research is 
done by him, but that the polishing, typing and indexing are done by you. 

This must be an enormous job. Among my own aquaintances, I can think of 
few vdves who would devote themselves so completely and loyally to their 
husbands* work, as you have done. I may sound corny, but I have a strong 
conviction that if I truly admire a person's dedication and work, that I 
should make that admiration known. I recall not many months ago'wnen I 
attended a performance by Bb.sH Rathbone at a Philadelphia college. At the 
age of 75, he did two hours on stage, completely alone. He employed his 
magnificent voice as a musician does his instrument, and in all the recit- 
ations he did that evening, I noted no single mistake or lapse of memory. 

I wrote him a letter telling him just how much I enjoyed his performance, 
for (corny as it may sound) I just wanted him to know of my sincere appreciation 
of a beautiful performance. He was kind enough to reply, and in this hand- 
written letter he said that one such letter meant more to him than all the 
applause of the evening, because the applause is sort of “expected" from the 
audience, and is not necessarilly sincerely felt. Whereas if someone will 
take the time to actually write and tell of their appreciation of the work 
performed, the performer KNOWS this is sincere, or the writer would never have 
gone to the trouble. Mr. Rathbone died shortly after this, and it made me feel 
good to know that my letter, which merely expressed my sincere admiration, 
made him realize that his talents were truly appreciated. By the same token, 
my admiration for Mr. Weisberg and yourself is truly felt, and I feel it 
should be expressed. With the pressures you are under, perhaps such letters 
as mine are merely nuiscancesj yet I think if it were me, I would appreciate 
knowing that my work was appreciated. And so I do welcome this opportunity 
of writing to you, as well as to your husband, to express my gratitude for 
the truth that you are trying so hard to make known. As I have said to Mr. 
Weisberg many times, I feel that future generations will openly acknowledge 
what you have done. 


I would like to get into correspondence with other people 
who have an interest in the assassination and in your work. If you or Mr. 
Weisberg might give me some suggestions, I»d truly appreciate it. 

You were no more pleased than I at the defeat of “Single 
Billet" Arlen. but, he came very close - only 10,000 behind.
